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WAR PAINT AND OILS 
As Used By Brummet Echohawk — Indian Artist 


Echohawk poses with a bull head he uses as a prop in some of his art work. 


Our sensitive cover painting is the 
work of western illustrator Brummet 
Echohawk, recognized as one of the out 
standing young artists in the nation and 
an expert on Indian lore 

A fullblood Pawnee of the Kitkahaki 
warrior band, Echohawk was born in 
1922 in the old Pawnee Indian reserva 
tion in Oklahoma, and now makes his 
home in Tulsa. 

Carrying on the tradition of living up 
to his family name, (Echohawk means 
“a warrior (hawk) whose deeds are 
echoed”) the talented artist is a twice 
wounded veteran of World War II. His 
grandfather was a famous warrior in 
the Pawnee Scout Batallion during the 
Indian Wars, and his father a World 
War I veteran, who was also one of the 
top brone riders and ropers in Pawnee 
and Osage country 

Echohawk was a member of the Na- 
tional Guard unit in his home town of 
Pawnee, and entered active duty with 
the U. S. Army in 1940, serving until 
1945, taking part in many battles in 
the European theater of operations. 

During combat in Italy Echohawk 
began sketching some of the scenes he 
witnessed, and continued his work while 
hospitalized in Africa after being 
wounded in battle. His work came to 
the attention of a group of war corre- 
spondents from a national feature syn- 
dicate; impressed with his work, they 
sent some of his drawings back to the 
United States, where they were pub- 
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lished. During his Army service, the In 
dian youth served as a combat artist for 
Yank magazine 

Not having a background of formal 
art training, Echohawk enrolled at the 
Chicago Art Institute after his dis- 
charge from the Army, where he studied 
for three years; then spent one year at 
the Detroit Fine Arts School. 

During this period, he did art work for 
newspapers, then went to New York as 
a free-lance artist for a year; from there 
to Dallas, where he worked as a com- 
mercial artist. Moving to Tulsa in 1952, 
he worked as an artist for an oil com- 
pany until he decided to devote his 
full time to being a free-lance commer 
cial artist in 1953 

While most of his work is in the com- 
mercial art field, he is also gaining a 
wide reputation as a working fine ar- 
tist. He entered three of his drawings 
in the first representational art show 
held at Gilcrease institute in 1958 and 
won a prize for each of the three. 

Echohawk is not a follower of the mod- 
ern art trend. “I refuse to go along with 
the so-called modern art trend,” he said. 
“I do not believe it is art and I do not 
care to show my work in such exhibits.” 

In addition to his other work, he has 
gained attention with a line of Christ- 
mas cards featuring Indian and western 
themes. 

Echohawk makes no attempt to sell 
any of his fine arts work, and most of 
these works hang in his home in Tulsa.

This association will be called “The Cow- 
boy Pony Chariot Racing Association,” and 
its main purposes will be to: 

1. Set up the rules and regulations for 

cowboy pony chariot races. 

2. To promote cowboy pony chariot rac- 
ing at fairs, rodeos, race meets, horse 
shows, etc. 

Pony chariot racing is fast becoming a 
popular sport, and I think an organization 
of this sort will do a great deal for it. Any- 
one interested in pony chariot racing should 
write to me for further information.

At 
the completion of the MBRA Championship 
Finals held in Missoula, Lila Mae had a 
total of $1,112.29 points. 


BARREL RACING 


The contestant is allowed a running 
start. The time of the event shall begin 
when the horse's nose reaches the start- 
ing line. 

At a signal from the starter or timer, 
such as the word “go,” the contestant 
will go to barrel number 1 passing to 
the left of this barrel, complete a 360 
degree turn, then on to barrel number 2, 
this time passing to the right with an- 
other 360 degree turn. At barrel number 
3 the same passage to the right and 360 
degree turn is accomplished 

As soon as the turn is completed 
around barrel 3, the contestant sprints 
the horse to the finish line where the 
timers stop their watches as soon as the 
horse’s nose reaches the finish line. The 
slowest of two watches shall be declared 
official. 

This barrel course may also be run to 
the left. For example, the contestant will 
start to barrel number 2, turning to left 
around this barrel, then to barrel num 
ber 1, turning to the right, then to barrel 
number 3, turning again to the right, 
followed by the final sprint to the finish 
line. 

This cloverleaf pattern is designed. to 
test the speed and maneuverability of 
the horse. When measuring the area for 
the barrel course, remember to leave 
ample room for the horse and rider to 
complete their turns and also to pull 
to a stop at the finish.

Pipe and Tank Co., won the parade 
event. Timberhill’s Twilight won the 
5-gaited top award, ridden by Bud 
Tucker, and the western pleasure cham- 
pionship was won by Petite Flash, 
owned by Selby Potts, ridden by Linda 
Giese of Portland. Emir Babe, owned 
by Jim Garvison won the Texas Barrel 
race and returned to win the pole bend- 
ing. 

It is no real secret, American Saddle- 
breds are a very versatile breed and 
make excellent pleasure horses when 
trained properly. One of the real prob- 
lems in the business has always been 
that owners wanted to make show 
horses out of every horse of the breed, 
which obviously could not be done, 
some were not good enough. Make a 
breed versatile and today you make 
them popular.

ORGANIZING THE DRILL TEAM 


The 8th in a series of articles on Mounted Drills 


By JOHN M. HENRY 
Author of the book 
“The Mounted Drill Team”

The book, Mounted Drill Team, is now out 
of print and copies are no longer available 
from the publishers. 


There are three basic divisions of drill 
team, all based on age or experience 
They are: Teen-agers and young adults; 
adults; and pre-teens, the little kids 

The team should be all adults, or all 
young adult and teen-age, or little kids. 
Otherwise, the poorest rider will slow 
up the team in all regards. The best rid- 
ers are the young adults and teen-agers, 
and the adults and kids are in classes of 
their own, less able than the young 
adults and teen-agers 

In this grouping, of course, can be 
further specialties. The team can be all 
girls or women, all farmers, all Shriners 
or KCs, be mounted on all blacks, or sor 
rels, and so on 

The middle-agers—the teen-agers and 
young adults will be the easiest to 
train, because usually they can do al 
most anything, and, unlike the kids, have 
a look-out for safety. And those of this 
age discipline themselves almost auto 
matically. The kids need special han 
dling, and so do the older men or women 
such as 


—usually the team is of men, 
the Shriner groups. These men often are 
bosses of their own businesses and they 
don’t relish being bossed by a drillmas 
ter, and the drillmaster must be a diplo 
mat or a martinet with them, or both 


The in-betweeners young adults and 
teen-agers—put on pressure of their own 
to correct deficiencies, If a rider is poor 
at his work, they razz him or her until a 
change is made. If he has a poor horse, 
they will work at that, in their own way, 
and get a change made. The drillmaster 
need only hint that a change be made, 
the teen-agers and young adults will take 
over there 


Riding Clubs and Mounted Teams will 
find the drills presented in this publication 
useful for precision and colorful group 
riding. 


The kids must be managed with care, 
because they are so eager and inexperi- 
enced, and so trust everyone and every- 
thing, that they take chances on any- 
thing unless watched carefully. And, 
with them, the team has to be adjusted 
to the poorest rider. No drillmaster 
would break a kid’s heart by saying his 
horse or pony is not good enough for the 
team, or that he, himself, is not good 
enough. The drillmaster worthy of his 
whistle will make a place for every little 
kid and every mount — that is not a 
kicker or biter. If necessary, he will have 
the kid and horse of poor abilities be a 
tree on a mountain side, or the crag be- 
hind which Indians are lurking. No mat- 
ter what, a real drillmaster will use ev- 
ery little kid and his mount, if the mount 
is safe around other horses, (No kicker 
or biter or bucker should be allowed on 
a drill field in any team, whatever the 
age. That may mean some arguments 
with $50,000 a year executives who show 
up with $7,500 horses, but it’s got to be 
that way.) 

The adults need a bit of handling, too, 
but mostly as to their fixed opinions and 
reluctance to be told anything. Now and 
then some of them are so proud of them- 
selves that, rather than say they'd like to 
have a drill slowed down, wil] tumble off 
and get crippled up and make extra work 
downtown for six vice presidents for a 
month, while the boss is recovering. But, 
he probably has insurance to cover that. 

But, generally speaking, the adults 
have about the same abilities, and will 
work into drills they can handle well. 
For a few times some fancy horse may 
act up, because his adult rider can’t han- 
dle him. But, usually the rider gets rid 
of the horse. If not, adjustment can be 
made. The drillmaster of an adult team 
won't have much fun if he tries to make 





a well-riding team; he should get a pretty 
hefty salary for his efforts. But, he'll 
have enough fun with the other teams 
that he probably won’t expect any pay 
for them. 

The team should have not fewer than 
twelve riders, and not more than twenty- 
four, if very pretty drills are to be exe- 
cuted. Of course for simple marching or 
parading, any number can be handled, 
but that is not drilling. 

What kind of person should the drill- 
master be? I refer here to the book 
which I wrote a few years back, and 
quote from it: 

“The drillmaster should have tact, 
some teaching ability, a good sense of 
showmanship and imagination. The first 
characteristic is needed to keep a group 
of persons (who are, at first, tied to- 
gether only by hobby interest) working 
together with self-discipline. His teach 
ing ability will be needed to teach some 
of the riders to ride together. The sense 
of showmanship will enable him to turn 
out groups of drills that appeal to his 
riders, their families and spectators. His 
imagination will improve the drills. Im- 
provement or change of drills is almost 
necessary to keep riders at their best. 

“The drillmaster should know a good 
deal about horses, but need not be so 
expert as to know how to train a wild 
horse, or to gait animals or prescribe for 
their ills. He should, of course, know 
what can be expected of horses, what 
kind of horse will be best in certain 
drills, and how to have his riders handle 
the animals. 

“He must be patient. He must realize 
that the riders and horses tire easily be- 
cause of the exacting nature of the drills 
and because of the concentration, and he 
should manage his drilling accordingly.” 

Drillmaster, Manager, Treasurer 

The drill team organization should 
have, along with the drillmaster, a man- 
ager and a treasurer. At first one man 
may be all three, and later two persons 
can handle the three jobs. But, if the 
team becomes very active, working on 
the practice field once a week, say, and 
putting on shows two or more times a 
season, with a few picnics for families 
enjoyed, then three persons should han- 
dle the three jobs. 








The drillmaster should be consulted on al] matters. 


and tr can be the same man. 
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The property committee is a hard-working group. 


Other jobs or committees will be 
needed as time goes on and the team 
gets into additional activities, but almost 
at the start there should be a manager 
and treasurer with the drillmaster 

“With beginning teams on those which 
drill only for exercise or their own en- 
tertainment, the drillmaster may be 
manager and treasurer, also. But as ac- 
tivities become more numerous, he 
should pass along the off-the-field re- 
sponsibilities to another, who probably 
should be called the manager. 

“A drill team that does its work in 
someone's pasture and does not partici- 
pate in parades or shows, has little 
‘business’ to attend to. But as soon as 
the team begins travelling to neighbor 
towns to perform at fairs, or get into 
shows, the matter of transportation im- 
mediately arises. If the team then moves 
along to a fenced and lighted field, with 
a public address system, more money is 
involved 

“It is best to set up a treasury right at 
the start, even before the team begins 
travelling. Even if the drillmaster han- 
dles the funds himself there should be 
a treasury. If, as I say, the sum becomes 
large or involved, a treasurer should be 
named; in this way the possibility of 
misunderstanding over finances and the 
probability of ill feeling between riders 
of different financial status can be min- 
imized. The team should adopt a defin- 
ite dues system from the very start, even 
if it’s only a dollar for the season. The 
team will need something for which it 
will have to pay money, and the payment 
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of dues gives the rider that ‘belonging’ 
feeling.’ 

Always, the drillmaster should be the 
boss. If he’s a good drillmaster he will 
be a good boss, but he should be chair- 
man of the board, the presiding officer 
Otherwise, the team will come apart. 

When the team begins going to other 
communities to put on shows or to stage 
and take part in exhibitions, an addi- 
tional kind of effort is involved, and a 
definite committee should be named for 
these. 

A committee on arrangements should 
be set up, and usually it will handle fi- 
nancial agreements, agreeing with the 
management of the fair to be visited that 
the team will come, say, for $150 and 
places for horses and riders over night. 
It collects the money, sends someone 
over in advance to see that needs are 
foreseen, helps during the show, and 
helps the team get back. The money it 
turns over to the treasurer, of course. 
If necessary, a subcommittee on trans- 
portation of this trip, or all trips, may 
be advisable. 

Then there is the committee on prop- 
erties, one of the hardest working groups 
off the field. The drill team, within a 
few months, accumulates a good deal of 
properties which it needs at other places. 
Flags, poles, saddles and bridles, capes, 
etc., etc. The job of the committee is sim- 
ple: Get all the property together, get it 
to where it should be in time for use, 
and get it back. The properties commit- 
tee should have a woman or two on it, 


The treasurer can save the team money. 


to see that the smaller but just as impor- 


tant things are done. 

Whether the team makes trips or not, 
a field committee will be formed, almost 
automatically. The team’s own field 
must be kept up. Fences and gates must 
be repaired, the field itself dragged or 
oiled, seats maintained. That is the job 
of the field committee, the chairman 
keeping in close touch with the man- 
ager or drillmaster. The properties can 
be handled by this group until travel- 
ling begins; then a special properties 
committee should be set up. Usually the 
division of duties are: Field committee, 
care for anything that isn’t movable; 
properties, movable things. 

If the team has picnics or any such 
gatherings, social committees should be 
named, of course. Women should domi- 
nate these committees, with enough men 
to handle the heavier work, lugging the 
cartons and food and such, 

Some clubs have social committees 
for the entire riding season, including 
some big non-season affair, such as a 
Christmas party. Others have a commit- 
tee for each event.

In the rigorous environment of this 
country, up until about 1900, relatively 
pure Mustangs were common in the 
wilds of Our Western States. Since that 
time they have declined in number, due 
to the demand for slaughter horses, cas- 
tration by man, and in purity due to 
cross breeding with other breeds which 
have escaped from ranches and went 
with the wild bunches. 

By the 1920's there were only a few 
relatively pure Mustangs left in this 
country. They were in the more remote 
regions in our Western States and on 


| the Indian Reservations. 


Since 1920, Mr. Bob Brislawn, of Wy- 
oming and Utah, has been gathering a 
foundation stock of the purest strain of 
these Spanish Mustangs on this con- 
tinent, today. These Mustangs have 
been gathered from the wild bunches, 
the Crow, Cheyenne, Shoshone and Ute 
Indian Reservations. Two of the found- 
ation studs were foaled from a sorrel 
Ute Indian mare (foaled about 1935) 
and a buckskin stud captured as a three 
year old in 1929. This wild stud was 
captured in the Books Cliff area, in 
Union county, Utah, by Mr. Monty Hol- 
brook, a Mustanger for over forty years 
and a real authority on the old time 
Mustang. This wild stud escaped and 
went back to the wild at the age of 18 
years in the State of Idaho. Mr. Hol- 
brook and Mr. Williams of Oshoto, Wy- 
oming, furnished Mr. Brislawn with 
some of his best foundation stock. 

These Mustangs are small, tough and 
intelligent horses, never over 14/2 
hands and from 800 to 1000 pounds. 
They are short backed, goose rumped, 
and handy on their feet. They have 
short pin ears, wide set eyes and deep

throat latch. Although many Mustangs 
are one shade or other of dun or buck- 
skin color, they do have all colors, in- 
cluding solid colors, some (mouse col 
ored) gruila colored, plus albinos, palo- 
minos, and pintos, both Overo and To- 
biano. 

They have tremendous endurance and 
stamina. They have natural born cow 
sense. They are alert and intelligent 
plus being very fast and agile. They are 
very strong, due to being short coupled, 
and can carry 1/3 of their weight all 
day with ease. They can fend for them- 
selves against all the elements; desert 
or mountains, hot or cold, man or beast. 

They can and do buck when the oc- 
casion warrants. But with kindness, pa- 
tience and training they make very 
good riding horses for work or pleasure. 

They are cold blooded and usually 
have very quiet dispositions, therefore 
make very good riding horses for ladies 
or children. 

We now have a Registry on these 
Spanish Mustangs. It is called The 
Spanish Mustang Registry, Inc. This 
registry was started in June, 1957, at 
Oshoto, Wyoming, for the sole purpose 
of preserving these sturdy little Mus- 
tangs. There is to be absolutely NO out 
crossing with other breeds to try and 
improve these Spanish Mustangs. This 
registry is open to anyone who pos- 
sesses an Authentic Spanish Mustang. 
They must be proven to be authentic 
within the limits of reasonable prob- 
ability to be accepted in the Registry.

Christmas seems like a good time to 
start 2 new Western wardrobe, or at 
least to plan for one, because a Western 
wardrobe, like any other, must be built 
slowly, and is the result of planning, 
persistence and ingenuity. I have walked 
miles looking for just the right material 
to match a pair of trousers—and spent 
many an hour beading a favorite shirt 
or designing a new yoke 

\ Western wardrobe must meet four 
main qualifications. First, it must be 
practical—a gal with four children, who 
brushes and shows horses, wil] not have 
any use for the same wardrobe as the 
pretty young miss trying out for Queen 
Second it must be attractive and femi 
nine. Third, it must be portable and 
packable; and fourth, it must fit your 
budget—or at least not strain it too 
much 

So this wardrobe is a middle-of-the 
road one that you can build slowly or 
fast according to your budget; that you 
can keep plain or make plumb fancy ac 
cording to your own taste and if you 
can sew the cost will be less and the vari- 
ations limited only by your imagination 

There are two main things to keep in 
mind when starting a wardrobe—West 
ern or otherwise these are color and 
quality—and these hold the key to being 
well dressed, no matter what your needs, 
taste or budget; properly used they can 
cut your clothes budget drastically 

Take color, for instance. Did you ever 

I know I have) buy a shirt or dress 
because it was so pretty, but that would 
not go with a thing you owned? By the 
time you get proper accessories, both 
your budget and suitcases have swelled 

So when you start to buy your clothes, 
pick a main color, or colors, and stick 
to them. For example, since I first 
started travelling I have cut out all dress 
clothes that need brown accessories— 
thus I need carry only black shoes, hat 
and bag. And the same is true of a West- 
ern wardrobe 

For instance, I like and look best in 
blues, pinks, purples, shades of red, and 
most of my clothes are in this color 


Styles 


range—they blend and go together no 
matter which shirt or trousers is at home 
or in the cleaners. It is also a good idea 
to have two shirts for every pair of 
trousers—a real dressy one that may go 
with just that pair of trousers—another 
that will go with at least two pair of 
trousers—and everyone should have at 
least one white dress shirt. 

With these I first wore tan access- 
ories to match my tooled leather purse 

and natural leather goes with nearly 
everything—only one belt, purse, hat 
and boots to pack—they go with jeans 
or dress clothes. Later I added white 
hat, belt and boots 

The only way to build a really good 
wardrobe is to get at least a few quality 
garments, or what you have won't last 
long enough to become a wardrobe 
just some clothes to wear. Actually 
quality is the cheapest way to buy; they 
look the best, feel the best and last much 
longer. | have a Western suit that is 
nearly 10 years old—-and is stil] a basic 
item in my wardrobe and I still get 
compliments on it. A pair of $25 trousers 
will last the average girl at least five 
years (I don’t mean barrel racers). A 
pair of cheaper trcusers will survive 
only a few cleanings, rains and other 
hazards of the horse show business, and 
worst of all they will almost invariably 
bag somewhere before the day is over 

Of course, once you have your basic 
wardrobe, you will need to supplement 
it with expensive, more colorful

garments, and some lighter weight for 
summer, and new fabrics do keep their 
shape and hold up better than they 
did a few years ago. But you do need 
first two or more pair of goed trousers 
that are always ready. 

Of course the foundation of a Western 
wardrobe is jeans—your favorite 
brand and color—and nothing can beat 
the old blue denim for work clothes; 
after a day of brushing horses and show- 
ing horses, they are still fairly neat and 
clean—these are the absolute basic of 
any wardrobe. 

And now you can build a whole fancy 
wardrobe with the new colored jeans-—— 
if you don't like the colors they come in, 
get the tan ones and dye them any color 
you want. You can even dye the jackets 
and a shirt to match—or get a pretty 
floral shirt to match. However, it’s a 
good idea here, too, to stick to the basic 
colors you have chosen so that your 
shirts will be interchangeable—and if 
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you can, add a matching hat that you can 
wear with your dressy bell bottoms— 
say a pink one. 

Your accessories, for a limited budget 
and limited space, should be simple— 
one pair of boots, hat and bag that will 
go with everything in natural, black or 
navy 

You will need a coat—depending on 
the climate where you live—it may be a 
down jacket or just a light weight jacket. 
The new naugahyde jackets are dandy— 
dressy, won't show dirt and are very 


warm, Other folks prefer the fleece 


lined cotton sateen jacket—especially 
those that come in pastels and high 
colors, Others like leather jackets, or a 
wool fleece. And if you expect to go to 
some really cold horse shows, a hooded 
jacket is really cozy 


If you have room, also take a dressy 


jacket, in tailored pastel leather, for | 
instance, that you can wear with either 
trousers or a skirt. Lots of folks also | 


like the colorful Chimayo—warm, prac 
tical and dressy. Most girls like to wear 
mocassins for dancing or lounging, and 
they don’t take up much room; also add 
a rain coat and some plastic rain boots 


and you are ready for any horse show or | 


rodeo 

However, although jeans, especially 
the new colored ones, are suitable for 
most occasions and necessary for many, 
the really dressy wardrobe is based on 
the bell bottom, the fancy shirt and suit 

and these can run into a lot of money 
and more suitcases if not carefully 
planned. For this imaginary wardrobe, 
we are going to stick to blues, violets and 


pinks, but you can adapt it easily to | 


your favorite colors. And it will be based 
on three main rules — choose basic 
colors, choose solid colors, for it is hard 
to match checked or plaid fabrics with 
more than one shirt; and every pair of 
trousers must have at least two shirts 
to go with it. Prices, of course, are 
estimates 

First, let’s get a pair of medium blue 
bell bottoms of a very hard finished 
suiting, perfectly fit, that will wear and 
wear ($25). (If you can afford a suit, 
get it first, of a medium, neutral color 
with two pairs of trousers.) Next we 
will buy a white dress shirt—preferably 
satin ($8 to $25), and a matching shirt, 
also in a dressy fabric ($8 to $25); later 
let's add a very feminine, lace trimmed 
contrasting shirt—pink, for instance— 
in a cotton satin ($6-$10). 

Now we have about $60 invested, and 
you have three outfits. For the time 
being you can wear your neutral hat, 
boots, and belt—along with that pink 
hat you got in a weak moment—and 
don't forget the ties—one to match your 
trousers exactly, others in contrasting 
colors—that will tie the outfits together. 
Earrings, plain or gaudy, will do a lot 
to finish off the costume. 

Next step is to add new accessories— 
a white hat ($15), white belt ($8) and 
white boots ($30 to $80)—for instance 
Justin’s new nylon boots.

watch a night horse show or rodeo—in- 
vest in a rhinestone hat band ($7-$15), 
rhinestone earrings and rhinestone studs 
for your shirts. You now have invested 
a total of little over $100 and an outfit 
you can wear any time or place. 


(By the way, I forgot to mention— 
one of the secrets of a dressy wardrobe, 
especially if you make your shirts, or 
have them made, is to substitute studs 
for snap buttons, they are more dressy 
and versatile. Simply make round button 
holes in your shirts, and slip in the studs. 
It may take a little shopping as they 
are sometimes hard to find; you can get 
them in pearl or rhinestone or even col- 
ored stones, and they immediately trans- 
pose your shirt from tailored to very 
dressy and even allow your plainer 
shirts to be used as blouses.) 

When your budget has recovered from 
the above investments, it is time to look 
for more, and the next purchase could 
be a pair of purple gabardine trousers, 
with a very fancy yoke—$27.50—and a 
matching checked gingham sissy shirt 
with lace ruffled yoke, drip dry ($15). (1 
have one like this and it is my favorite 
outfit, got it from Jo Decker and it 
comes in any color.) Now add a purple 
tie to your collection, and also wear 
these trousers with your white satin or 
your pink shirt. 

Next step might be to buy a lavender 
satin shirt ($15 to $25) and after that a 
purple hat to match the trousers ($15), 
although the white hat will be perfectly 
good with all these outfits, And the next 
logical step is, of course, some lavender 
trousers to match the shirt—which will 
go with all the shirts but the blue one. 

You will now have a total of as little 
as $200 invested and 10 interchangeable 
outfits—all are handsome and flattering 
and don’t take up too much room. From 
here on it is easier and cheaper to add 
to your wardrobe, providing that you try 
to overlap each outfit—each pair of new 
trousers should go with one shirt you 
already have—a new turquoise outfit, 
for instance, can be worn with the pink 
or white shirt. And gradually you will 
want to branch out into more imprac- 
tical things—an al] pink outfit, a beaded 
shirt for very dress up, or maybe a suit 
out of the stretch metallic fabrics. 

If you sew or have a good dressmaker, 
like your mother, for instance, you can 
do even more for less money and have 
lots of fun experimenting on fancy yokes 
and fabrics—but here again, remember 
one basic idea—color and its proper use 
is the whole key to a versatile and ex- 
tensive wardrobe—and never, never use 
more than two colors in an outfit (not 
counting your white hat and boots). If 
you wear a contrasting shirt, your tie, 
cufflinks and earrings should match 
your trousers—and some of the very 
best dressed gals will wear only one 
color whenever possible. 

The difficulty here, of course, is get- 
ting things to match. But many of the 
leading manufacturers are now making 
matchmates in lower priced outfits. 
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Gross Tailors or E & S will make made- 
to-measure suits and trousers in any fab- 
ric you choose, you or a professional 
dress or shirt maker can make your 
shirts to match; or you can get the whole 
outfits from Jo Decker’s Sta’s Western 
Togs. But you'll find it well worth the 
trouble when compliments start pouring 
in and when your Western wardrobe 
changes from something you must put on 
for the convenience to one that is fun 
to wear

GAMES AND CONTESTS 
ON HORSEBACK 


By F. LELAND ELAM 


Each October the California State 
Horsemens’ Association has its annual 
convention at which is held its State 
Championship Show and among the 
events that their rules state must be 
held are certain gymkhana events, for 
in the last few years the gymkhana has 
become of prime importance in Califor 
nia’s horse world, with some clubs being 
organized to promote and hcld the gym- 
khana on a regular basis, and many 
others working such events into their 
show programs 

There is one question that members 
of Gymkhana Clubs wil) always ask 
other horsemen, “Why don’t you or 
ganize a gymkhana club?” They feel that 
any horseman who likes competition and 
fast riding is missing the best time of 
his life by not doing gymkhana competi- 
tion on a regular schedule 

This is logical, for gymkhana is thrill 
ing competition and you can take this 
from the mouths of every member of 
the Sacramento Valley Gymkhana Club 
at Sacramento, who have been provid 
ing this vigorous sport on a twice a 
month basis for 8 months of each year 
since October, 1954, and often in the 
enclosed arena of Barbara Worth 
Stables once a month during the re 
mainder of the year 

This particular club originated in the 
minds of Marian and Bob Porter, mem 
bers of the Sacramento County Horse 
mens’ Association and the California 
State Horsemens’ Association, and 
knowing of other horsemen who de- 
lighted in the gymkhana they soon had 
an organization of a half dozen mem 
bers going which has since grown to 
100 

These horsemen, like many others, 
had seen a few poorly organized gym 
khanas being held, as well as such events 
in horse shows, but with dissatisfactions 
being expressed on results obtained 
Mainly this was due to poor manage- 
ment and unworkable knowledge of 
gymkhana rules. It seemed in those 
days that it was easier to do it just any 
old way, then thrash out troubles when 
they developed. 

But, as other organizations such as 
the Associated Gymkhana Riders of Col- 
ton, Carefree Riders, Inc. of Artesia, 
and Tulare County Gymkhana Associa- 
tion of Visalia, have found out the or- 
ganization of clubs featuring gymkhana 
has brought an enlightenment of the 
rules so that the gymkhana has gone off 
much better, and bickering has been 
stopped. 

The California State Horsemens’ As- 
sociation has, under the direction of its 
officers, its Executive Secretary, Ivo 
Vollmer, Jr. and a rules committee 
designated with preparing proper rules 
on events the association sponsors, 
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placed in their 1960 Rule Book the in- 
formation that will keep anyone inter- 
terested in doing a number of gymkhana 
events on a well regulated basis that 
meets desirable rules 

When the Sacramento Valley Gym- 
khana Club organized it had very defi- 
nite goals and has held a straight course 
to embrace them. A prime goal was to 
have fun. Just as important was to 
teach horsemen to participate in prop- 
erly governed events; to learn thor- 
oughly the rules and equipment that 
should be used in each event: to partici- 
pate in local and state shows where 
there were gymkhana events, try to win 
them, but at the same time promote a 
better handling of the events by show 
officials: to improve on refereeing of 
the gymkhana; and to promote gym- 
khana interest in every way possible 
Their trophies leave little doubt but 
what they have accomplished success- 
ful promotion. The fact that there have 
been many proper improvements of the 
gymkhana rules in the C.S.H.A. rule 
book, with Mrs Porter as a member of 
the rules committee, has very definitely 
brought quality to gymkhanas in Cali 
fornia 

The State Association's rule book fea- 
tures rules that tell how to run the five 
man team relay race, two-man relay race. 
figure-8 stake race, key hole race, pole 
bending, quadrangle stake race; ring 
spearing, teams: and ring spearing, in 
dividuals. Thus in nearly every club 
program most of these events are found 
Recently an event that is often added is 
barrel racing run under a good set of 
recognized rules: and also often added 
are such events as the tire race. clothing 
race, two-man rescue race, or any of the 
many other modernly designed gym- 
khana events 


The California State Horsemen’s As- 
sociation, whose aim and purpose is to 
support and further all types of horse 
activities, says that it is with great 
pleasure that they make the 1960 rule 
book available to all of its member clubs 
and to all persons interested in horse 
shows, gymkhanas, and parades. Mrs. 
Porter points out that it has a cost of $1 
a copy 

In California nearly all western type 
horse shows have one or more gymkhana 
events and the activities of the club have 
caused members to become proficient 
to the extent that they are consistent 
winners at these shows. Mr. Porter re- 
ports that their club was not difficult 
to organize for they found that all they 
needed was a half dozen members to 
start with, then the build up of the 
group to a sufficient size to hold in- 
teresting playdays was just a matter of 
a little time.

In 
most cases the course varies depending on 
available space. For this reason times of 
barrel racers in running the barrels may 
vary considerably. 


“Such a club will not be satisfactory, 
however,” he points out, “if there is no 
constitution to govern its activities. A 
constitution eliminates a lot of trouble 
by stating specifically how the organiza- 
tion shall be run. There is always some- 
one who wants to do things differently 
but when faced with a proper constitu- 
tion he has to accept it.” 

An analysis of the constitution of the 
Sacramento Valley Gymkhana Club 
shows it was designed to take care of 
many contingencies that might come up 
under the system that the club operates. 
Some of the basic contitutiona] sections 
define the duties of each officer, set up 
a regular procedure for handling all 
moneys, insist on an audit of books each 
year, set the terms of offices, state the 
number of members needed for a 
quorum at meetings, that a copy of 
Roberts’ Rules of Order be on hand at 
each meeting, that the financing of the 
organization’s gymkhanas and shows be 
accomplished by charging a 50 cent 
entry fee, the fees to pay for enough 
ribbons to make awards from the first 
through fifth place, and to furnish a 
trophy for the high point gymkhana 
rider and horse show rider. Recently 
programming has been changed to allow 
the group to include a number of horse- 
show events run under American Horse 
Association rules, in each gymkhana 
program to promote a better rounded 
education of persons who like to par- 
ticipate in a well-rounded schedule of 
horse events annually. 
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The constitution also provides for a 
president, vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, and board of directors. The 
1960 officers are Bob Vargas, president; 
Bob Porter, Sr., Vice-president; Marian 
Porter, secretary; Nancy Porter, treas- 
urer; David Jay, Sr., Bob Porter, Jr., 
Lea Kibbe, and Roy Peterson, directors. 

Just as important to each club is to 
have the proper general rules and rules 
for each specific event from which to 
operate, and the California State Horse- 
mens’ Association rules are the ones 
under which the Sacramento Valley 
Club hold all their gymkhana events, 
from general rules to those on each 
event. 

“Take for instance under general 
rules all gymkhana contestants must be 
fully prepared with proper equipment in 
good shape, ready to compete,” Mrs. 
Porter says. “Breakage of equipment 
does not entitle a competitor to re-run. 
Any appropriate, neat and humane 
Western or English equipment is used. 
It must be of normal construction. 
Normal stirrups and stirrup leathers 
must be present, of usable length for 
the rider and not tied. Unusual con- 
struction or arrangements can result in 
disqualification of the rider if consid- 
ered by the show management to be in- 
humane or abnormal. Clothing worn by 
constestants must be clean and neat, 
either Western or English attire.” 

The genera] rules also deal with tim- 
ing and course requirements. For timed 
events over specific courses, time starts 
when the nose of the horse crosses the 
starting point and ends when the nose of 
the horse crosses the finish point, Three 
stop watches are used on all timed 
events, with the middle watch official 

Whenever a fault line is used for 
starting a gymkhana event, this fault 
line is placed 20 feet back from the start- 
ing and timing line. Horse and rider 
moves up to any point inside the fault 
line and starts at will. By the words 
“move up” it is intended that the horse 
and rider will not get a flying start from 
behind the fault line, but rather that 
they move slowly into a starting posi- 
tion inside the fault line. 

All courses marked on the ground, in- 
cluding fault lines, starting and finish 
lines, are clearly defined white lines, 


the quadrangle race by Pete Watts of Citrus Heights. 
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such as those made with lime, flour or 
something similar. In all events where 
stakes or poles are used as part of the 
course, the pole is 1% inches in diam- 
eter, round pine wood, 7 feet high, 
with the bottom inserted in a one gallon 
can filled with concrete. An 8-inch 
diameter base is bolted to the bottom 
of the can. Standards and poles are 
painted white. 

“There can be no doubt,” says Mr. 
Porter, “but what penalties and dis- 
qualifications are quite an important 
part of general rules.” Each gymkhana 
requires, if it is managed properly, a 
penalty and rule judge, and penalties 
can be assessed only by such judge. If 
the horse leaves the course or runs on 
the wrong course in any event, the horse 
and rider is automatically disqualified 
from further participation in the event. 
In all events where poles are a part of 
the course, the penalty is two seconds 
for knocking down a pole or touching 
the pole with the free hand of the rider 
Whipping, spurring, striking or kick- 
ing ahead of the cinch disqualifies the 
rider in any event. Breakage of equip- 
ment or accident to horse or rider does 
not entitle the competitor to a re-run. 

While those are basic C.S.H.A. gen- 
eral rules under which the Sacramento 
Valley Club operates, it is pointed out 
by Mrs. Porter that there are still fur- 
ther rules that are quite important to 
all clubs and Regions of the C.S.H.A 
for each must be followed under the 
circumstances that is outlined in the 
rules, and a careful study of the 1960 
Rule Book will reveal the details. 

Those members of the rules commit 
tee who had charge last year of working 
out the rewording of the 1960 Rule Book 
—Marian Porter of Sacramento, Mar 
jorie Hambly of San Bernardino, and 
Jack Huyler of Ojai—point out the im- 
portance of the rules on the following 
events if they are to be run in accord- 
ance with C.H.S.A. rules, the following 
being direct quotes 

FIVE-MAN TEAM RELAY RACE 

Five riders shal] constitute a team. 
The baton shall be of wood, round, one- 
and-one-half inches in diameter, and ten 
inches long, untaped. The starting line 
shall be clearly defined between two 
stakes placed near opposite sides of the

FIGURE-8 STAKE RACE 

Two stakes are set 125 feet apart. The 
center line is marked by two stakes 
placed 20 feet apart. A fault line is also 
marked according to General Rules. 

Rider starts at will between the center 
line and the fault line, runs a Figure-8 
around the two end stakes, first turn 
being optional. Judge may call for the 
rider to start if he deems there has 
been unnecessary delay.

POLE BENDING 
The course is 100 feet long, with 6 
poles in a straight row spaced 20 feet 
apart. A fault line shall be used. Time is 
taken at the start and at the finish as 
the horse’s nose passes the first pole. 
The starter shall signify that judges 
are ready. The rider then starts at will, 
passing the first pole on either side, 
passing the successive poles on alternate 
sides, turns the sixth pole and returns 
in the same manner. 
QUADRANGLE STAKE RACE 
The course is around four stakes 
placed in the form of a 25-yard square, 
with two stakes in the center placed 5 
yards apart for a starting line. There 
shall be a fault line.

Time is 
taken at the start end at the finish on the 
starting line, The first two corner stakes 
are turned, with a full circle around each 
to the left, the rider then passing back 
across the center line to the opposite 
side of the square, to turn the last two 
stakes to the right, then back across the 
center line 

RING SPEARING—TEAMS 

Three standards are placed 33% yards 
apart, with the starting line 33% yards 
from the first standard, making the 
course 100 yards. There shall be a mini- 
mum of 200 feet after the third standard 
to allow sufficient distance to safely 
stop the horse. Four riders constitute a 
team. 

Bottom part of ring should be 7 feet 
from the ground, on an arm extending 
out from the standard far enough to one 
side and high enough to give clearance 
to the horse and rider, A No. 8 or No. 10 
wire should hold the ring-ciip to give 
minimum wind interference. Rings shall 
be two inches inside diameter. Spears 
shall be a minimum of 6 feet long, the 
handle and guard a minimum of 3 feet 
from tip. 

Rider makes a running start. Time is 
taken at the starting line and as his 
horse's nose passes the third standard. 
Rings must be on spear after course is 
completed. A minimum of three scoring 
runs for each rider should be made in 
team competition. In scoring, lowest 
gross time for four riders determines 
the winner, with 5 second penalties for 
each ring missed or dropped. 

RING SPEARING—INDIVIDUALS 

The same rules apply for Individual 
Ring Spearing as for Team Ring Spear- 
ing. A rider may compete in both 
events if qualified otherwise. 

TWO-MAN RELAY RACE 

Two men and two horses comprise a 
Team. These competitors may also be 
members of any other Team Event, but

HORSE HANDLING SCIENCE 


OTH still and moving pictures are very critical of horses, 
riders and judges, but they do show the good as well as 
the bad. When the action, usually faster than the naked 

eye can follow, is stopped for study we find things no rider 
would believe he was doing . . . but there it is . . . with actual 
photographic proof to study for better examination. 


True, the pictures are hard on some who appear in shows, 
but like bitter medicine for what ails us, movies help those 
interested in better training, using and showing—and insure 
credit for the better performance. 


Norman Woodard of Clayton, N. M., who has taken lots 
of calf roping money home, dropped in at the studio as I was 
putting the finishing touches to this film. We ran it through 
and Norman says: “Everyone interested in horses should see 
this film at least once, especially judges of horse events. In

NO. 1. Placement of rider's weight effects All HORSE MANEUVERS. The difter- 
ence is whether the rider is “WITH” the horse, or “HINDERING” him. (This rider 
s much better then the overage.) 











5. FROM THIS POINT, WHILE RUNNING ALMOST WIDE OPEN, THIS STOP WAS 
MADE IN ONE AND SIX TWENTY-FOURTHS SECONDS, which INCLUDED the 
mare's taking o step bockward with her left hind foot! No extra steps here! The 
more was not hindered much by the rider's weight. She was checked at the right 
split second to roll up on her left front leg. (This picture would be prior to No. 1 
in which the horse was only slow loping. In time No. 1 would compere to No. 7.) 


7. HEAD HANDLING: In 6, 7 & 8 her head went too high. To be better, her 
mouth should have been the height of her withers. Now consider that she is in 
training and the pull on the snaffle bit downward to wither-level by the use of 
the running martingale would give her reason to lower her nose in the future— 
unless she was being jerked which certainly would keep her slingin’ it. If she had 
needed another pull to set her down, the head should be released at No. 8 to let 
her roll up on her front leg again—then toke up the second time with the reins. 


9. BELIEVE IT OR NOT, THIS WAS THE STOP ON A HORSE THAT WON THE 
REINING CONTEST AT ONE OF THE MAJOR SHOWS IN 1950! And there was 
mone better there at that time! Rider's weight (125 ibs.) knocked down horse’s hind- 
quarters BEFORE THEY HAD A CHANCE TO COME UP UNDERNEATH—some as 
in No. |. . . all spread out and stopping DISUNITED! . . . propping stiff-legged 
in front. He'd need a little time to get gothered to roll back over his hocks, 
wouldn't he? I've seen this horse do lots of handling—and he’s doggone good— 
but he never does a roll-beck; he changes leads and does an inside roll, which 
takes up more time and ground. And in cutting cattle, at which he is also good, 
thet extra time and ground costs dinero. . . .

RIDER WEIGHT IS ON THE MARE’S SHOULDERS AND FOREHAND THEREBY 
FREEING HER HIND-QUARTERS TO ROLL ON UP UNDERNEATH: Note how she 
keeps in the lead in this sequence bringing the three stopping feet to the ground 
at practically the same time with a lot less strain and jor than in No. 1. 


8. THIS IS THE WAY NO. 1 SHOULD HAVE LOOKED IN LEG PLACEMENT: How- 
ever, here my riding can be foulted by the fact that my leg grip started to break 
loose in No. 7 ond the rider weight is falling to the rear more in No. 8, which 
puts me slightly behind and out of time. Though it isn’t shown here | could “feel” 
thet she ond | weren't exactly in tune, but she was fairly ready te come back toe 
the right, left, beck or jump out with less trouble than No. 1. Hope you get @ 
chence to study these stops in the films from which they were token. 





Grand National Horse Show 
(Cow Palace) Winners 


COPPER KING WINS BIG ONE 

The largest prize money at the 1960 
Grand National Horse Show held at the 
Cow Palace Oct. 21-30, went to Norma 
Lauer of Sacramento who won the 
world’s championship jumper sweep- 
stakes class in the final go-round. Mrs 
Lauer collected $2,786 for a sixteen sec 
conds ride on her white gelding, “Cop- 
per King,” when she broke a tie for 
first place by jumping the horse in the 
time. Runner-up was “Pirate 
King,” owned and ridden by Gene Lewis 
of Roseville, Calif., whose jump-off time 
was nineteen seconds. Those nineteen 
seconds also paid off handsomely, a total 
of $2,228.80 

Other participants in the world’s 
championship jumper sweepstakes 
judged under the rules of the F.E.I 
Federation Internationale) and the 
American Horse Shows Association also 
took home substantial purses. A total of 
$17,000 was distributed during the three 
go-rounds, the highest purse paid any 
where in the world for this event.

The widespread interest in the Appa- 
loosa horse in recent years has not only 
increased the number of horses of this 
type, but has stimulated the breeding 
program far beyond the expectations of 
their admirers some years ago. The re- 
sult is that we have, not only more 
Appaloosa horses in the country, but 
horses of that type with better confor- 
mation than formerly. Although they 
are admired by many people, and their 
history is known to many. it is not every- 
one who is familiar with the patterns 
which distinguishes this particular horse 
from all others 

The Appaloosa horse, like the Palo- 
mino horse, is a breed of horses appre- 
ciated and developed primarily for color 
and appearance. However, the Appa- 
loosa, unlike the solid colored Palomino 
has a variety of coat patterns. These pat- 
terns can be divided into five general 
types 

The first pattern division (figure 1) 
is a dark horse with a white blanket 
containing dark spots. The blanket is 
always white. Its size varies anywhere 
from very large, extending from the 
horse’s shoulder to his hock’s to just a 
small patch on his rump. The horse is 
essentially dark — black, bay, sorrel, 
roan, dun, even palomino, and his spots 
are dark also. Usually the spots are the 
same dark color of the horse though not 
necessarily so. Spots of a darker or 
lighter tone than the body color are not 
uncommon. Just as the white blanket 
contains dark spots, the dark part of the 
horse may show white spots or specks 
similar to the horse of figure 4. The 
spots, both white and dark, vary in size 
from small specks the size of a dime to 
those larger than a baseball and are

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usually rounded or oblong. This pattern 
of a white blanket containing dark spots 
is the most common Appaloosa coat pat- 
tern. 

A second characteristic type of Appa- 
loosa is a dark horse with a white 
blanket (figure 2). It is similar in all 
respects to the type just described ex- 
cept that the blanket contains no spots. 
Again, the dark portion of a horse with 
this pattern may be roan or contain 
white spots 

Another variety is the white horse 
with dark spots over his body. Although 
he may have dark patches on his head, 
neck, chest, flanks, and legs, a horse of 
this pattern is predominantly white. The 
spots range widely in size, number, and 
distribution with some horses having 
spots distributed over their entire body 
while others will only have a few spots 
over their hips. Figure 3 shows a horse 
with a few spots over his entire body 
Some Appaloosas of this type have a 
great many more or less spots than I 
have shown. The spots are usually black 
or any one of the many shades of brown. 
Some Appaloosas will not show spots of 
a consistent color. Certain spots will be 
a darker shade than the other spots. 

Figure 4 illustrates the Appaloosa 
type of a dark horse with white spots 
over his body. The base color of this 
horse is dark; the spots are white. This 
type of horse is not a roan, but shows 
individual spots distinguishable from 
the base color. Like the white horse with 
dark spots, the spots vary in size, num- 
ber, and position, from a small sprin 
kling over the hips to large spots scat 
tered over the body 

The final variety of Appaloosa is the 
roan Appaloosas which show no spots or 
very few. However, occasionally a few 
dark or white spots show up on a roan 
Appaloosa. Appaloosa roans come in all 
common horse colors of a roan pattern. 
These roans are a combination of a dark 
color with white to form a “dirty” or 
“flakey” or “roan” color, all depending 
on the combination. Some horses will be 
the consistent roan color, while others 
will show darker patches at the point of 
the hip, gaskin, elbow, withers, shoulder, 
and on the neck and head. Still others 
will have no pattern at all but will show 
a roan mixture of several colors in 
large light and dark blotches over the 
body. Figure 5 shows a common type of 
roan Appaloosa. 

Appaloosas, like other horses, have 
white markings on their legs and faces. 
However, there are some markings 
found only on Appaloosas. For instance, 
white patches on their legs instead of 
the common white stockings as is illus- 
trated in figure 3. Occasionally on roan 
and white Appaloosas there will be a 
dark or roan coloring on the nostril 
bones. However, this is a characteristic 
often found on ordinary roans. 

Briefly, the five illustrated and de- 
scribed Appaloosa types are the common 
coat patterns for this breed of horses. 
Probably your Appaloosa is typical of 
one of these.

seemingly new idea has struck 
EE in the Quarter Horse indus- 
try. This idea is the Stallion Station. Ac- 
Stallion Stations or Stud farms 
with a number of stallions available at 
one place. is not 2 really new idea, for 
these operations have been of very long 
standing in the Thoroughbred industry 
and have been of tremendous advan- 
tage. Also, in the Quarter Horse busi- 
the years there have been 
many breeders who have had a number 
standing each year, and 
have really provided most of the serv- 
ices offered by the Stallion Station. 
But as such, the first one to come to 
prominence in the Quarter Horse busi- 
ness was that of B. F. Phillips, Jr., at 
Frisco, Texas, with the establishment of 
the Expectation Stud. In this instance, 


| it offered the services of a number of 


stallions that Mr. Phillips had never be- 
fore offered to the public, stallions of 
national reputation. Facilities for care 
of mares, expert handling of stallions 


| and preparation of mares, safety pre- 


cautions for stallions, mares and foals 


| were all taken into consideration to pro- 
| vide special service to those taking ad- 


vantage of Expectation Stud. Success of 
this program is well known and has 
encouraged others to establish such pro- 
grams. In California, the first man to 
truly establish a program of the magni- 
tude and quality of the Phillips Ranch, 
is John Mawson, owner of Jaybaree 
Buellton, Calif. But there are 
many other stallion owners who have a 
number of stallions standing at the 
same farm or ranch. Some of these stal- 
lions are under lease from owners who 
do not wish to bother with handling 
stallions and mares during the breed- 
ing season 

To mare owners these facilities, if 
they are appropriate and established to 
give the best care of mares, and expert, 
knowledgeable handling of stallions and 
mares, offers many advantages. Small 
breeders oftentimes cannot see their 
way clear to invest the amount of 


| money necessary in a stallion to get one 
| that 


will improve their horses suffi- 
Nor do they have the money 
properly advertise stal- 
lions. At the Stallion Station mare 
owners can pick from several] stallions 


ciently 


| of various bloodlines, type, and special 
| abilities, 
| ability, 
| ete 


such as model type, racing 
cutting, rodeo working horses, 


More than that, if the stallion sta- 
tion has proper facilities for care of 
mares, they will probably be better 
cared for than they would at the home 
of the mare owner. There should be a 
real understanding of what physical fa- 


| cilities are necessary to truly handle 


horses with the greatest care to see 
that neither the mare and foal nor the 
stallion can be injured. But probably of 
greatest importance is what the Thor- 


oughbred men call the “Stud Master.” 
This is the man who handles the stal- 
lion. He should be an expert in his busi- 
ness, with years of practical experience, 
along with some formal training in 
genetics, common genital tract infec- 
tions, breeding disorders, foaling, breed 
ing, heat periods, etc. 

With expert handling by the Stud 
Master, plus a veterinarian in attend- 
ance there is a strong possibility that 
your mares will be more likely to get 
in foal than by haphazard methods 
some people use that have not had the 
training or do not regularly use a 
veterinarian. 

But mare owners should be careful to 
breed to stallions that are properly ad- 
vertised, regardless of whether they go 
to a Stallion Station or to an individual 
stallion owner. For one of the important 
factors involved is being able to sell the 
produce of the mare, and recognized 
stallions with excellent records as sires 
of quality colts is important in raising 
salable foals. 

There are also some pitfalls in the 
Stallion Station as there are with breed- 
ing to any stallion, Being sure that your 
mare is bred to the stallion that you 
want, can be a problem. Essentially, the 
Stallion Station is no better than the 
ethics and integrity of the owner of the 
Station and the Stud Master. While 
cases have been few, there have been 
cases where the wrong stallion was used 
in breeding mares, where more than 
one stallion is at the farm. Also, if a 
stallion station has horses under lease 
for breeding purposes one year, you 
may have difficulty in getting the 
breeding contract fulfilled, if the agree- 
ment for a foal is to go from one year 
to the next, where a guarantee of live 
foal is involved. 

With the new interest displayed in 
studs with multiple stallions, there will 
probably be a time when the idea is 
overdone and where a number of stal- 
lions of less than outstanding qualities 
are put together. Mare owners should 
be sure that they are still as discrimin- 
atory about the stallions they pick as 
ever, and opportunities for picking bet- 
ter stallions will be wider, for the mare 
owner can go several places and see 
more stallions and pick with more wis- 
dom than ever before. 

Already there are signs that demand 
for quality stallions has improved and 
a number have been sold during 1960 
for greatly increased prices. This trend 
will probably continue if the pattern re- 
mains the same. Likewise, there will 
be a greater need for replacement stal- 
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lions, so that horses of ability, with con- 
structive proven bloodlines, will prob- 
ably increase in value. The very best 
will doubtless get to the place that they 
will be syndicated and placed in a Stud 
Farm, because their value will be too 
great for the individual breeder to pur- 
chase as an investment. 

With this development, it should be 
pointed out that the Quarter Horse in- 
dustry has probably gotten to the place 
that all artificial) breeding should be 
stopped, and now. Because, if not, there 
will undoubtedly be too many foals by 
a given sire which will ultimately de- 
crease his value and the value of his 
foals. This is true except in the case of 
some truly great and potent sires and 
there can never be too many outstand- 
ing individuals. But to keep demand in 
proportion, stallion owners should well 
study the advisability of passing restric- 
tions now so that every mare bred, re- 
gardiess of whether it is in a Stallion 
Station or not, should be given a nat- 
ural cover only. Along this line, with 
artificial insemination at a Stallion 
Stud, it could be so confusing that pos- 
sibly, without intent, a mare could have 
a foal by the wrong stallion 

As has often been said, with every 
opportunity there is also a respon- 
sibility. This certainly holds true, it 
would seem, for the Stallion Station 


offers many opportunities, but the idea 
also puts a strong responsibility on the 
owner of the stallions and owner of 
the Stud Farm. Here is where integrity 
plays so important a part

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COW PALACE RESULTS 


With prize money division of $56,750, 
the Cow Palace rodeo at San Francisco 
ended Oct. 30, 1960, marking one of the 
professional sport’s richest payoffs dur- 
ing its year-long season. 

Six contestants won over $2,000 each 
and sixteen others pocketed more than 
$1,000 apiece in the various arena events. 

The ten-day rodeo, one of the last 
major contests of the 1960 season, made 
several changes in the lower brackets 
of the game’s money columns and 
pushed some seasonal leaders further 
ahead in pursuit of world championship 
titles, 

Annual champions are named follow- 
ing the National Finals Rodeo, the 
sport’s “world series” at Dallas in late 
December. Only the fifteen high win- 
ners in each event compete there. 

Top money winner at the Cow Palace 
was the bareback bronc riding victor, 
Jim Miller of Sulphur, La. He won $2,- 
213. Splitting second and third were 
John Hawkins, Twain Harte, Calif., and 
Buddy Peak of Tucson, Ariz. They 
earned $1,094 and $1,396 respectively. 

Harry Tompkins, Dublin, Tex., 
boosted his seasonal] money lead to 
$30,057 with $1,163 in bull riding, win- 
ning sixth. The event was topped by 
Jim Shoulders, Henryetta, Okla. de- 
fending world champion all around cow- 
boy, but second went to young Jim 
Charles, Oakdale, Calif., worth $2,076. 

The saddle bronc riding went to a 
Canadian cowboy, Ellie Lewis of Pen- 
ticton, B.C., whose $2,106 winnings 
jumped him into finals contention for 
the first time this year. 

In calf roping, big Dean Oliver of 
Boise, Ida., snared $2,141 to send his 
seasonal earnings to $25,772, a new ro- 
deo record in the event.

TO DEVELOP 4H YOUTH 


New Mexico Sets Example 


One of the principal 4H projects in 
Quay County, New Mexico, is the Quar 
ter Horse, and why shouldn't it be with 
some of the outstanding Quarter Horse 
breeders of the nation living in and 
around the county, such as Jimmy Ran 
dalls, Baca & Trujillo, Ross Roberts, 
Kike Waltman, H. J. Lee, Guy Trout 
man, and many others 

The 4-H horse project started in Quay 
County about three years ago, with a 
small nucleus of 4-H’ers interested in 
horses contacting the county agent's 
office. As a result, a 4H riding club was 
formed. At first, the members were only 
interested in riding but by the end of 
the year more members had joined and 
their interest was growing. They wanted 
to show their horses at halter and per 
formance shows and have a rodeo. In 
1959, Quay County obtained permission 
from the New Mexico State University 
to have a rodeo and horse show and in- 
vite all bona fide 4-H members in the 
State to attend. The 4-H rodeo and horse 
show was sponsored by the 4H council 
and a queen’s contest was included, 
open only to 4H girls. Events were di 
vided into junior and senior divisions, 
complying with the 4H policy that mem 
bers thirteen and under are juniors, and 
fourteen and above are seniors 

The first year, with youngsters know 
ing little about publicity and such, only 
twenty-four contestants entered the ro- 
deo and about forty in the horse show 
This year, the 4H rodeo and horse show 
held on June 10-11, drew forty-five ro- 
deo contestants and ninety-two horse 
show entries from all over the State of 
New Mexico. Monte Reager from Wood 
ward, Oklahoma, was obtained from the 
AQHA, to judge the horse show. Among 
other out-of-county guests attending the 
horse show and rodeo were Garford Wil 
kinson, representing the AQHA; Bill 
Reid, secretary-treasurer of the New 
Mexico Quarter Horse Association; and, 
Dorman Brookey, Associate State 4H 
Club Leader from the New Mexico State 
University

Horse show trophies and belt buckles 
for the horse show and rodeo were do 
nated by interested farmers, ranchers 
and businessmen of Quay County. This 
amounted to sixteen silver and gold 
mounted buckles, eighteen horse show 
trophies and two large All-around Cham 
pion Cowboy and Cowgirl trophies 

The Quay County 4H council has 
named the horse show and rodeo as 
their one big money making activity of 
the year, and this money is used to send 
4-H’ers to State, County and District 
contests and camps 

The Quarter Horse project is grow- 
ing in popularity in New Mexico. In the 
next few years it is very possible that 
more 4H’ers will be enrolled in the 
horse project than in any other project 
in the state 

To me, the Quarter Horse project is 
another tool to develop our youth. If 
you are going to have good 4-H’ers you 
have to have their interest whether it 
be in leathercraft, entomology or bak- 
ing. The beef calf, one of our most pop- 
ular projects, has been frowned on by 
some as being glamorized and not prac 
tical, but, any project used as a tool to 
develop our youth is practical. How 
many 4H’ers will be Quarter Horse rais- 
ers when they grow up? One out of a 
hundred? One out of a thousand? I don’t 
know, but I do know that it is a good 
project to give our youngsters help in 
the educational background they need 
in whatever walk of life they choose

COWBOYS SAY GOODBY TO BABY DOLL 


The men who stood reverently around 
little hill of Oklahoma dirt that 
Doll's grave were tough 
men, hardened by the flailing and jolt 
ing of broncos, the pointed horns of 
galloping steers. They were bulldoggers 

rodeo steer-wrestlers—who worked in 
a risky sport for fast money. Now they 
had lost not just a friend but a business 
partner. Baby Doll was the greatest of 
all bulldogging horses. She had won for 
her riders two world steer - wrestling 
championships and a half million dollars 
in prize money 

Three of these men had ridden Baby 
Doll on her last day at the meeting at 
Salina, Kansas, among them, Willard 
Combs, her owner. He was fretting be- 
fore the bulldogging event. The steer he 
had drawn to wrestle was known as a 
difficult, balky animal 

‘Don't worry,” said his son-in-law, 
Billy Hale. “Let Baby Doll take care of 
the steer.” 

Baby Doll had been taking care of 
steers for eight years—for Combs and 
for riders who rented her. Her job was 


to break from behind a barrier and de 
liver her rider to the horns of the steer 
as he darted out of the chute. A steer is 
unpredictable. He can veer in any direc 
tion, change speed, or even stop, and the 
bulldogging horse has to stay with him 
One galloping step too far forward when 
the steer cuts to either side can dump 
the bulldogger onto the ground — and 
there goes the prize money. Baby Doll 
could follow the frenzied patterns of a 
steer as no other horse could. 

When a bulldogger has his position— 
his lay-up—he slides from the horse and 
grabs the steer’s flashing horns. Then 
the horse has to dart away as the bull- 
dogger wrestles the steer to the ground 

Jim Painter was first up on Baby Doll 
that night. He bent forward, and as 
Baby Doll felt his weight shift, she 
dashed ahead and caught the steer half- 
way across the arena. Painter grabbed 
the steer’s horns. Baby Doll cut to the 
left to clear out of the way. The steer 
dropped its head and its left horn 
slipped from Painter’s hand. The steer 
went free and Painter pulled himself 
up off the dirt 

“My fault,” he told Willard, back at 
the chute. “Baby Doll gave me a good 
shot at him but I let him get away.” 

Now Bill Hale climbed on Baby Doll 
The chute flew open and a bellowing 
whiteface steer ran out to the left. Baby 
Doll gave way and put Hale into position 
three-quarters of the way across the 
arena. Hale fought his steer down in a

tle slow breaking out with Hale on her. 
But she wasn’t sweating and didn’t seem 
to be tiring. Finally Willard climbed on, 
rode her up to the barrier. “Scoot over, 
Baby Doll,” he said. 

Apparently his voice scared the steer 
and the animal burst out of the gate 
before it had opened. Several of the 
watching cowboys dropped down into 
the arena to head the steer back into 
the chute for another run. Willard no- 
ticed that Baby Doll was breathing 
harder than usual, but he figured she 
just had eaten too much. 

The second time the steer broke from 
the chute, Baby Doll was there. Within 
30 feet Willard was in position for his 
catch. He dragged from the mare’s back 
and felt his right knee slide perfectly 
between horse and steer. The steer 
twisted its head and Willard had to 
step on around in front but in 6.7 sec- 
onds from the time the chute had flown 
open, the steer was down. 

“Should have had him in four,” Wil- 
lard mumbled. His time was second best 
for the night and he won $124. 

When Baby Doll was led to the trailer 
to be unsaddled, she was panting and 
working up a sweat. Willard lifted the 
saddle off and Jim Painter said, “Wil- 
lard, there’s something wrong with that 
horse.” 

A veterinarian, hurriedly summoned, 
gave the horse a shot for colic. Jim led 
her around and noted she was getting 
weaker by the minute. The vet pumped 
her stomach but she failed to rally. 

“I hope it isn’t what I think it is,” the 
vet said. “But it acts like a ruptured 
intestine.” 

Willard’s eyes opened in fear and he 
said something about taking the horse 
to Kansas State University so she could 
be operated on. But if it was a ruptured 
intestine, the vet said, it was too late. 

It was too late. Baby Doll slumped 
to the ground and Willard held the 
mare’s head on his lap. Within two min- 
utes she was dead. 

A statue of Baby Doll is going to be 
put up in Checotah. It won't look like 
Citation because Baby Doll was a chunky 
little horse only 14 hands high, and 13 
years old. But she had a gift that made 
her outguess every steer she ever 
chased. Cowsense, the cowboys call it.

may not become a part of any other 
Two-Man Relay Race Team. 

The course, start, baton, and penal- 
ties imposed shall be identical with the 
comparable rules for Five-man Relay 
Race Teams. 

General rules should be seen for 
other requirements and penalties gov- 
erning gymkhana events listed above. 

One thing the Sacramento Valley 
Gymkhana Club discovered was there 
were very few referees who could prop- 
erly referee gymkhana events to con- 
form with the rules, so to overcome this 
difficulty several schools for referees 
have been held and more are planned 
for the future, for they worked out very 
well. 

In summing up it is well to point out 
that the major purpose of all gymkhana 
playdays, as Mrs. Porter puts it, “is not 
only to afford the opportunity of school- 
ing both for inexperienced riders and 
inexperienced horses, but to promote 
good horsemanship and above all good 
sportsmanship.”
